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Superintendent's 
Message 


Colonel Ron Replogle 


On January 5, 2015, 45 recruits began training as members of the 100th Recruit Class of the 
Missouri State Highway Patrol. This is obviously a milestone class in the history of the MSHP. It 
is also unbelievably the 10th class during my tenure as superintendent. Command and Academy 
staff are already making special plans for the 100th Recruit Class graduation ceremony to com- 
memorate this special class. I thought it would be interesting to revisit some of the past classes as 
a historical review of our selection and training of members. 

The 1st Recruit Class began training on October 5, 1931, when 55 members reported for 
duty at the St. Louis Police Department Training Academy for six weeks of training. The next 15 
recruit classes were conducted at various locations throughout the state to include five held at the 
Missouri State Fairgrounds in Sedalia. On March 25, 1958, 40 members of the 17th Recruit Class 
began their training at the new Patrol Training Academy at Rolla. The old Trachoma Hospital site 
would remain the permanent site for MSHP training for the next 24 classes and 13 years. A total 
of 678 troopers would receive their training at this Academy. On May 2, 1971, 39 members of the 
40th Recruit Class would begin their training at the new state-of-the-art Patrol Academy located on 
the General Headquarters complex where it remains today. With the completion of the 99th Re- 
cruit Class on December 19, 2014, 2,056 troopers in 60 classes have trained at the current Patrol 
Law Enforcement Academy. 

The smallest recruit class was the 21st, with a grand total of three members. They received 
their training at Rolla from February 1 to March 25, 1960. The largest was held on July 1 to Au- 
gust 20, 1946, when 62 members received their training at Cuivre River State Park near Troy, MO. 
The first African American trooper, David McPherson, was a member of the 29th Recruit Class 
that began training on October 15, 1965. The first female troopers, Bridget Cronin and Patricia 
Wright, began their training as members of the 43rd Recruit Class on September 1, 1974. 

A total of 3,205 recruits have been trained and commissioned as MSHP troopers in the 99 re- 
cruit classes in the Patrol’s 83-year history. Another 83 members joined the Patrol and were com- 
missioned as troopers on January 1, 2011, after the historic merger of the Missouri State Water 
Patrol and the Missouri State Highway Patrol. Thirty of our troopers have paid the ultimate sacri- 
fice while serving the citizens of Missouri when they died in the line of duty. In total, 3,288 officers 
have stood, raised their right hands and took the Oath of Office for troopers with the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol. Each has made this the greatest law enforcement agency in the country, 
and I am proud and honored to say I was one of those officers.

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Crew From 62 Enjoy Reunion

In 1962, a new recruit class assembled at the Old Trachoma Hospital in Rolla, 
MO, where training to be a Missouri State Highway Patrol trooper was set to be- 
gin. The 37 men had received a telegram and then a letter from then superinten- 
dent, Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner. The letter instructed them to report by 5 p.m., 
on Sunday, April 1, 1962. Their salary would be $375 per month with a uniform 
allowance of $25. At graduation, they would pay for their uniforms, which were 
expected to cost $275. They were told what to bring (clothing, towels, sunglasses, 
toiletries, stamps/stationary, birth certificate, and Social Security card), and to 
arrive without “mustache or sideburns and with a fresh haircut.” 

All 37 men graduated and became troopers. They joined the Patrol’s force of 
505. Twenty-five years later, their first reunion took place (1987). They decided to 
begin annual reunions in 1996. Of the 37 class members, 21 would retire from the 
Missouri State Highway Patrol. 

This year’s annual reunion occurred on September 10-11, 2014, in Columbia, 
MO. There were 22 people in attendance who enjoyed lots of visiting and remi- 
niscing. We had some great meals at the local restaurants and even entertained 
some of the other hotel guests and staff with a sing-along. Some pretty good 
voices left in these old bodies. Jefferson City, watch out! We are coming your way 
September 2015.

A special thanks to the spouses 
and families that support those troop- 
ers as they leave for patrol each day, 
not knowing the perils they may face. 
Indeed, it takes a very special person 
to do what they do every day. And 
let’s never forget about the officers 
that made the ultimate sacrifice, that 
gave their life in the line of duty, for 
they will be honored forever and never 
forgotten. 

I also know it takes a great man- 
agement staff to support such a great 
agency.

At the start of my letter I men- 
tioned the state trooper we saw as- 
sisting a distressed vehicle. We were 
just getting on the interstate ramp and 
were able to observe the trooper. His 
patrol car was spotlessly clean, his 
uniform was crisp — and my point, your 
vehicles are always clean, their [troop- 
ers] uniforms look sharp, and they are 
consistently professional and polite. 

45 years ago I had just received 
my discharge from the U.S. Navy and 
was attending Central Missouri Uni- 
versity in Warrensburg [MO]. One 
night, I was driving a little too fast 
from Warrensburg to Sedalia [MO] 
and I received a well deserved speed- 
ing citation from a state patrolman. 
One week later, I was again driving 
from Warrensburg to Sedalia and ran 
out of gas. It was late at night, and 
guess who pulled in behind me: The 
same patrolman that I had received 
the citation from the week before. And 
yes, he remembered me. He drove me 
to a gas station, let me use a gas can 
he had, drove me all the way back to 
my car, helped me get gas into my car, 
and waited to ensure I got it started 
and was safely back on the road. I 
never, ever forgot about his help and the 
kindness that he showed me that night. 
I’ve thought about him many times, 
and that night I had a better under- 
standing of what kindness was. 

I wish I could personally say 
thanks to each and every trooper and 
to all the staff that supports them. 
Thanks for keeping us safe, for pro- 


tecting our families, for responding to 
our emergencies, and for the many, 
many lives you save every year. I have 
the greatest respect and admiration for 
all law enforcement agencies, however, 
at the top of the list is the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol—you are the best 
of the best! 

In closing, I would like to leave 
you with two quotes that I have always 
kept on my desk prior to retirement 
and I still keep a copy on my desk at 
home. 


Two of the most important 
things to always remember as you 
go through life, especially when 
things are tough. 


‘Tt is not the critic who counts; 
not the man who points out how 
the strong man stumbles or where 
the doer of deeds could have done 
them better. The credit belongs 
to the man who 1s actually in the 
arena, whose face is marred by dust 
and sweat and blood; who strives 
valiantly; who errs and comes 
short again and again, because 
there is no effort without error and 
shortcoming; but who does actually 
strive to do the deeds; who knows 
the great enthusiasms, the great 
devotions; who spends himself in a

On October 26, 2014, several 
members of the Aircraft Division 
completed fire suppression training 
using the Patrol’s Bell 407 helicop- 
ter equipped with a Bambi Bucket. 
Captain Greg Mercier and Senior 
Trooper Lance Scott, of the Georgia 
State Patrol, traveled to Jefferson 
City and provided excellent training 
consisting of both classroom and 
practical exercises. Topics included 
wild land fire behavior, the fire 
triangle, external load procedures, 
safety management systems, fire 
suppression techniques, and com- 
munication strategies with ground 
firefighters for fire containment and 
control. 

A Bambi Bucket is designed 
specifically to be suspended under 
the helicopter for the purpose of 
aerial firefighting/suppression. 

The bucket has a release valve, 
controlled by the helicopter crew, 
which allows the water to be

dropped with precision to extinguish 
or suppress the fire below. 

Each release of the water is re- 
ferred to as a drop. The design of the 
bucket allows the helicopter to hover 
over a water source-such as a lake, 
river, pond, or tank—and lower the 
bucket into the water to refill it. This 
allows the helicopter crew to operate 
the bucket in remote locations without 
the need to return to a permanent 
operating base, reducing the time be- 
tween successive drops. 

Aircraft Division helicopter pilots 
and tactical flight officers, working in 
pairs under the watchful supervision 
of Capt. Mercier and Tpr. Scott, prac- 
ticed and gained proficiency in aerial 
firefighting techniques and safety 
procedures. The completion of this 
fire suppression training allows the 
Aircraft Division to provide another 
important service for the citizens of 
Missouri.

SWAT Provides

2014 NAPT

Patrol Experiences Second Generation Explosion

Over the years, the Patrol’s Com- 
mand Staff have long held the belief 
that our employees are the best 
recruiters for the agency. So, it’s no 
surprise that many of the members 
of the 99th Recruit Class considered 
themselves friends with a current 
Patrol employee prior to entering the 
selection process. But, don’t let that 
affect how you see the young men and 
women who take the Oath of Office for 
trooper. Knowing someone doesn’t get 
you through the selection process, and 
it certainly doesn’t pass the battery of 
physical, practical, and written tests 
you face in the Academy. 

“The selection process itself is vali- 
dated based on applicant scores during 
the process,” said Lieutenant Roger 
Whittler, Q/HRD. “Every step of the 
process is based on the job duties, and 
the top performers are selected for a 
recruit class.” 

It’s not unusual for a child of a Pa- 
trol employee to enter the Academy. It 
is unusual for there to be five of them 
in the same recruit class. Recruits Alli- 
son R. Enderle, Andrew W. Marbaker, 


Emilio J. Villanueva, Jacob 
H. Vislay, and Christopher 
C. Wakefield are the chil- 
dren of Lieutenant John 
M. Enderle, Q/GD; DE 

III Sally Enderle, Troop C;

“In the 13 years I’ve 
been an instructor,” said 
Sergeant Kirk A. Davis, 
Q/TND, “we’ve not had a 
class comprised of this many 
legacies.’ About one-third of 
the class had relatives currently 
or formerly employed by the 
Patrol. Despite that fact, I think they 
were pleased and maybe surprised to 
find that everyone got the same, equal 
treatment. It was a good class overall. 
There were a lot of talented people in 
this group.” 

Sergeant Mark A. Wilson, 
Q/IND, agreed, saying, “Every- 
one in the class seemed to have 
a hand in directing the class and 
taking care of what needed to be 
done. I think it also helps when 
it is a smaller group. Everyone 
seems to get more involved.” 

I sat down with the group 
of Patrol “kids,” their class com- 
mander (Recruit Geoffrey N.

Wensel), and vice commander (Recruit 
Kyle R. Copeland), a few days prior to 
graduation. 

For Recruits Enderle, Marbaker, 
Villanueva, and Wakefield, their deci- 
sion to enter the trooper selection pro- 
cess was shared with their parent(s), 
as were their experiences throughout. 
Recruit Vislay said though his parents 
knew he’d applied, he considered it his 
process and they didn’t know he was 
accepting the offer until after he did 
so. 

“T’ve always looked up to my 
dad,” said Recruit Villaneuva. “I never 
wanted to sit in an office and I wanted 
to help people. He knew from day one 
and called me after each part of the 
process.” 

For Recruit Marbaker, “The Pa- 
trol didn’t become something I was 
thinking about until the last couple of 
years.” Recruit Marbaker studied biol- 
ogy in college and after working in that 
field decided it wasn’t what he wanted. 
“Dad put a bug in my ear, ‘What about 
the Patrol? I grew up around it, and 
the more I pursued it, the more I

liked it. He was very supportive of me 
through the entire process.” 

“T have always felt that my son, 
Andy, was destined for some type of 
service-related career,” said Director 
Bill Marbaker, Q/CLD. “He has always 
been a compassionate, caring person, 
and a strict ‘rule follower.” 

“Both my dad and my mom 
worked for the county first, before the 
Patrol,” said Recruit Enderle. “So did 
I [worked for the county] for a time. I 
guess I’m literally following his foot- 
steps.” 

“I grew up around the Patrol, 
though I never saw Dad in uniform. 
He was in the Narcotics Unit since I 
came along,” said Recruit Wakefield. 
“Growing up around uniformed mem- 
bers, a few of them played a big role 
in my life. They were more like family. 
It’s not just about the Patrol and the 
work.” 

Recruit Wakefield’s father, retired 
Sergeant C. Kenny Wakefield, spoke 
of that very thing when asked for his 
thoughts about Recruit Wakefield’s 
choosing the Patrol. “My son ... was 
more accustomed to seeing me with 
the longer hair and a beard. Chris 
found out early between DDCC mem- 
bers and road officers that the Patrol 
was a family-oriented organization. 
Growing up in the Troop C Service 
Center area, Chris often asked how we 
were related to so many Patrol person- 
nel. My wife and I would just laugh 
and tell him he has more family than 
he could ever count.” 

The recruits also spoke of their 
training and agreed that it started out 
challenging. 

“The hardest part was the lack of 
sleep,” explained Recruit Villanueva. 

When asked if they received 
special treatment, the five recruits 
shared a laugh and Recruit Wakefield 
explained, “The instructors put rose 
petals and mints on all of our pillows 
because we were special friends.” 

It was early in their Academy ex- 
perience and none of them understood 
the importance of those rose petals 
and mints. However, after eating the 
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mints and throwing out the petals, 
they were assigned a paper to write— 
covering the topic of destruction of 
state property. They rectified that situ- 
ation with the purchase of new mints 
and Recruit Vislay’s acquisition of rose 
petals from a neighbor. 

The Emergency Vehicle Opera- 
tions Course was a favorite, with stop 
and approach being a close second. 
Recruit Enderle named firearms train- 
ing as the most enjoyable. Recruit 
Vislay indicated training was harder 
than he was told. They all agreed that 
descriptions of recruit training didn’t 
compare with the experience: It was 
worse. 

On the weekends, most of the re- 
cruits visited family. 

“At first, I didn’t want to even think 
about the Academy,” said Recruit Mar- 
baker. “About halfway through, it be- 
comes real and you get more excited 
about it, and start talking about it.” 

“As far as the Academy experi- 
ence, I have always heard how tough it 
is and have seen glimpses of it through 
the years,” said Director Marbaker, 
Q/CLD. “Having supported my son 
through these past six months, my 
wife and I have a new appreciation 
for how difficult it has been for the 
recruits. As a parent, I could not be 
more proud of what my son has ac- 
complished. I will miss the weekend 
discussions of what happened the 
previous week, and even the weekly 
haircuts in our makeshift barber chair 
in the garage!” 

“I live with my dad,” said Recruit 
Enderle. “He and his girlfriend en- 
joyed the stories.” 

“Seems my mom wanted to know 
more about it than dad,” said Recruit 
Vislay. “With Dad and me, it’s more of 
a comparison. He talked trash about 
how his training was more difficult, 
and I talked trash about now.” 

“The first month of training was 
hard,” agreed Recruit Copeland, the 
class’ vice commander. “It’s no longer 
you doing what you’re supposed to do. 
It’s a group mentality. Even if you were 
doing something right, you’re doing 
something wrong. It was tough, but 
do-able.”

Recruit Wensel, a retired U.S. 
Army veteran and the class com- 
mander, said for him the challenge 
was re-acquiring the discipline needed 
to study. The physical training wasn’t 
as difficult. He said the Patrol relatives 
in the recruit class proved to be re- 
sources from time to time, when vari- 
ous questions came up. “I don’t think 
having them in the class affected how 
the class bonded.” 

“It was kind of fun to see them get 
picked on at first,” said Recruit Cope- 
land with a laugh.

saw. He continued his law enforcement 
career as a Warsaw city police officer. 

Jim was appointed to the Patrol 
on January 1, 1983. Upon graduation 
from the Academy, he was assigned 
to Troop A, Zone 8, serving Cass and 
Bates counties.

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DPS Recognizes Sst. Quilty For Seliless Actions

“This was a perfect example of 
working with other agencies, of bring- 
ing resources together,” said Colonel 
Ron Replogle during the November 
2014 DPS Employee of the Month 
Award ceremony. “Mike, I congratulate 
you and thank you for your service. It 
wasn’t your first flood and it probably 
won't be your last.” 


DPS Deputy Director Andrea Spill- 
ars presented Sergeant Mike P. Quilty, 
Troop H, with this award on November 
17, 2014, in the second floor conference 
room at General Headquarters. 

At the DPS Employee of the Month 
award presentation, Deputy Director 
Spillars, Col. Replogle, Major J. Bret 
Johnson, Q/FOB, and Captain Jim E. 
McDonald, Troop H, all congratulated 
Set. Quilty. 

Capt. McDonald added that during 
the rescue, they were one rescue vest 
short. Sgt. Quilty gave his life vest to 
one of the victims to make sure they 
were safe. 

The catalyst for the recognition 
was a series of events taking place 
September 2014. After being called out, 
Set. Quilty had a busy shift on the eve- 
ning of September 9-10. Holt County, 
MO, was besieged by rain, resulting 
in flash floodwaters. Sgt. Quilty and 
Missouri Department of Conserva- 
tion Agents Anthony Maupin and Jade 
Wright rescued a woman who had driv- 
en into floodwaters on Missouri Route 
N, north of Mound City, MO. The 
floodwaters had washed her vehicle off 
the roadway. Using a Department of 
Conservation boat, the trio made their 
way to the woman and rescued her. 

During that rescue, Sgt. Quilty re- 
ceived information regarding flooding 
over both lanes of Interstate 29 from 
the 86-mile marker to the 88-mile mark- 
er. Several vehicles were in the water 
and all of those vehicles contained oc- 
cupants. Learning this, Sgt. Quilty and 
the agents cleared the scene of the first 
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rescue and respond- 
ed to Interstate 29. 

Upon arriv- 
ing at the scene 
on I-29, Missouri 
Department of 
Conservation Agent 
Eric Abbott deter- 
mined the water 
was flowing too 
swiftly to deploy a 
boat. Sgt. Quilty, 
Agent Maupin, 
and Agent Wright 
were able to utilize 
a front-end loader 
and motor grader 
from the Missouri 
Department of 
Transportation. The 
front-end loader 
and motor grader 
were operated by 
Mr. J.R. Rother and Mr. Ed Hunziger 
from the Missouri Department of 
Transportation Mound City, MO, facil- 
ity. Sgt. Quilty and the agents stood in 
the bucket of the front-end loader as 
it and the motor grader entered into 
the floodwaters. Sgt. Quilty and the 
two agents were able to successfully 
rescue five civilians from vehicles in 
the floodwaters and transport them to 
safety. It was determined that water 
flowing over the interstate was ap- 
proximately three feet deep. 

On the second trip into the flood- 
waters, a second front-end loader from 
the Missouri Department of Transpor- 
tation, operated by Mr. Rob Kish from 
the Tarkio, MO, facility, was utilized 
with Agent Abbott in the bucket to res- 
cue a stranded man. Sgt. Quilty, along 
with Agents Maupin, Wright, and Ab- 
bott, were able to rescue the last civil- 
ian from the floodwaters and transport 
them to safety. 

All those involved in the rescue 
did not hesitate to put themselves in 
harm’s way to save the lives of eight

civilians. There were no injuries to any 
of the rescuers and none of the victims 
required medical attention. 

In Lieutenant W. Shane Sims’ nom- 
ination, he wrote, “Sgt. Quilty and em- 
ployees from the other state agencies 
took the initiative and acted quickly 
under extremely difficult conditions. 
The cooperative effort and innovative 
thinking of employees from three state 
agencies resulted in the saving of eight 
lives. Sgt. Quilty’s knowledge of the 
area and positive working relationship 
with other state agencies were instru- 
mental in bringing this incident to a 
successful conclusion. It is my belief 
that had it not been for the quick and 
innovative thinking of Sgt. Quilty and 
others, the outcome of this incident 
would have ended in lives being lost. 
The courage and bravery displayed 
by Sgt. Quilty and others during this 
incident should be recognized and 
commended.”

Troopers Johnson, Philpott Accept 


Missourt Medal Of Valor

This year, Governor Jay Nixon 
honored 10 Missouri law enforcement 
officers with Missouri’s highest honor 
on December 18, 2014, in his office. He 
expressed his appreciation to the entire 
law enforcement community for the 
great job they do on a daily basis. This 
year’s recipients included officers from 
three police departments, two sheriffs 
departments, and the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol. DPS Director Daniel 
Isom read the description of the of 
ficer’s actions as Gov. Nixon presented 
each award and congratulated the 
recipient. Director Isom and Colonel 
Ron Replogle also congratulated each 
recipient. 

Troopers Daniel J. Johnson and 
Jason W. Philpott, Troop G, were hon- 
ored for an event taking place in the 
early morning hours of April 18, 2013. 
Douglas County was inundated with 
rain resulting in flash flooding swamp- 
ing low-lying areas. At 8:10 a.m., Tprs. 
Johnson and Philpott responded to a 
call regarding an elderly couple trapped 
in their mobile home near Missouri 
Route A and Douglas County Road 409. 
Water was entering the residence and 
quickly rising. The troopers launched 
a Patrol boat, got to the home, outfit- 
ted the couple with personal flotation 
devices, and placed the couple into the 
rescue boat. As they pulled away, the 
vessel’s motor stalled after the propel- 
ler became entangled in barbed wire. 
The vessel began turning and taking on 
water in the swift current. The troopers 
paddled vigorously, attempting to get to 
a nearby outbuilding, but the boat cap- 
sized. All four occupants began drifting 
downstream in the swift moving water, 
toward a flooded concrete bridge. Tprs. 
Johnson and Philpott each swam to 
and retrieved one of the elderly couple. 
They then swam against the current 
and brought the couple to shore just a 
few feet from the edge of the concrete 
bridge. 


“These 10 courageous men and 
women exemplify the bravery and 
commitment to serving and pro- 
tecting the public of Missouri’s law 
enforcement and public safety offi- 
cers,” Gov. Nixon said. “The individual 
stories are very different — from facing 
down dangerous gunmen to braving 
flood waters and entering burning 
vehicles to pulling trapped victims to 
safety — but the character of the indi- 
viduals involved, their decisiveness of 
action and selfless commitment to pro- 
tecting the public is the same.” 


Neither the Philpotts nor the John- 
sons had ever visited the Governor’s 
Office prior to the ceremony. They 
were impressed by its size and Tpr. 
Daniel Johnson was surprised by its 
oval shape. All of them noticed the 
carved, wooden state seals around 
the ceiling and beautiful woodwork 
throughout the office. 

When asked about the events of 
April 18, 2013, Tpr. Philpott said he 
had assisted in a couple of rescues 
prior to this call. On that day, Tpr. Phil- 
pott found himself operating a boat in 
fast-moving water. He said he was “... 
very glad the elderly couple, Tpr. John- 
son, and I were able to escape without 
injury.”

“The experience has made me ever 
aware of the verses in Psalm 91 and 
Proverbs 21:31 stating how the Lord is 
the one who is ultimately in control of 
everything,” Tpr. Johnson said. “I thank 
Him for our deliverance through the 
ordeal. I also am grateful to the other 
agencies who took part in the event. 
Their help should not go unnoticed.” 


Mrs. Ashley Philpott said her hus- 
band didn’t share much about what 
took place immediately after it hap- 
pened. “He did call me at work and let 
me know he was involved in an inci- 
dent, that I would probably be hearing 
about it on the news, and that he was 
okay. Iam very proud of my husband 
and his actions. I am glad he was able 
to return safely to me and our children, 
that Tpr. Johnson was also safe, and 
that they were able to save the elderly 
couple.”

Tpr. Johnson didn’t have to call 
his wife and tell her he was involved 
in arescue on April 18, 2013. She was 
there. Corporal Amye Johnson, Troop 
G, saw the events as they unfolded. 
Where her husband had been called 
to duty to assist with the rescue, Cpl. 
Amye Johnson was working that 
morning and heard the initial call 
for assistance. She was at the scene 
on Route A, as her husband and Tpr. 
Philpott launched the rescue boat and 
witnessed the entire event as it un- 
folded. “Needless to say, Daniel didn’t 
have to say much about the rescue, at 
least to me,” she said. “Once all par- 
ties were out of harm’s way, I did ask 
Daniel and Jason if they were injured 
and both stated they were fine. That 
was basically all that was said between

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Daniel and me about the whole event. 
We had a scheduled vacation starting 
the next day ...

before vacation.” 


“Daniel and Jason both acted with- 
out concern for their personal safety. 
They are both very humble and well 
deserving of the Missouri Medal of 
Valor,” continued Cpl. Amye Johnson. 
“Ultimately, none of us can control a 
situation completely, but we can act 
accordingly from our previous train- 
ing and experience. Jason, Daniel, the 
elderly couple, and the first respond- 
ers/citizens that assisted were kept 
safe by a power much greater than 
man’s strength or knowledge. Iam 
grateful to the other agencies that 
responded to the scene to assist, as all 
were needed once the boat capsized. 
Daniel and Jason’s actions are truly

a reflection of them as people every 
day, not just April 18, 2013. They both 
put others’ safety first without regard 
for their own. That is what makes me 
proud to be a member of the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol and the wife of a 
Missouri state trooper.”
